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Utility Board Ponders Use Of Floride 


in Water 


The Elba Water and 
Electric Board met Tuesday at 
5:30 with the main order of 
business being a discussion of 
floriding of the public water 
system. Mr. Tommy DeLoach 
of the State Health Department 
met with the Board at their 
request and explained the 
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procedure and gave a report on 
the status of the Elba system. 
He noted that Elba still had 
most of the equipment and a 


trained operator. Therefore 
the startup cost should be 
less than $2,000 including 


repairs to the pumps and some 
chemicals needed. 

Further research will be 
made into the cost and the 
Board will make a decision on 
the feasibility of returning to 
regular use of floride in the 
water. 

When DeLoach was asked 
of any danger associated with 
the procedure, he said, ‘'I have 
never seen anything go 
wrong.” He explained that the 
very maximum amount of 
chemical that could be dropped 
into the water would be far 
below some natural floriding 


within the state. When asked 
for his recommendations 
DeLoach said, “We 


recommend 5 u do it but we 
don’t have a campaign going to 
push the procedure.” 

Dr. James Clay, local 
dentist was present and 
encourages the action noting a 
child born on floride water has 


a © tw 70% reduction in 
cavities and a corresponding 
reduction in extent of cavities. 
Clee Hawkins was

Electric Board, replacing 
Chairman Charles Hayes, who 
will continue serving as 
alternate delegate. The action 
was taken at the request of 
Hayes who noted the meetings 
were very important and it was 
often impossible for him to 
attend. 


Linesman Jim Sibreal was 
named assistant superin- 
tendent of the utility 
department with responsibility 
to supervise the entire 
department in the absence of 
Superintendent Hawkins. 

Pay raises were approved 
for the _ twelve utility 
department employees in 
varying amounts. The total 
cost to the utility will be $599 


per month. The raises were 
retroactive to July Ist. 
Monthly bills totaling 


$3,913.32 were approved for 
payment with comments about 
the low total pleasing Board 
members. 


Late payment of light and 
water bills continue to plague 
the Board. Reports indicate 
33,000 in late bills and $1454 
in inactive accounts. The late 
bills don’t include the current 
billings, only the amount thirty 
days past due, and are owed 
by over sixty customers.

Alabama Boating 


Equipment Requirements 


Panic is one of the 
contributing factors in the vast 
majority of boating fatalities. 
Many people lose their lives 
after an accident has occurred 
because of their inability to 
remain calm and utilize their 
safety equipment as it was 
intended. 

Most fatal boating accidents 
are usually caused from falling 
overboard, or the capsizing of 
small boats primarily in the ten 
to fourteen foot range. 

Observance of safety equip- 
ment requirements and the 
knowledge of its proper use is 
of prime importance, Alabama 
law requires the following 
equipment aboard vessels 
when in operation on Alabama 
waterways. 


1. Life Preservers - one for 
each occupant, must be U. S. 
Coast Guard approved, in good 
condition and in an accessible 
location for use in the event of 
an emergency. Vessels under 
16 feet will have aboard a Type 
1 - 2 - 3 or 4 for each person. 
Vessels 16 feet and over will 
have aboard a Type 1 - 2 or 3 
(wearable type) plus at least 
one Type 4 for the vessel as a 
throwable device. 

2. Emergency Catoff 
Switch - Required on all boats 
of less than 18 feet in length, 
with a motor of more than 50 
horsepower and having an 
open cockpit. The emergency 
cutoff switch must be 
constructed and installed in 
such a manner so that when 
the boat is in use, any removal 
of the operator from their 
normal operating station will 
result in the immediate shut 
off of the oe or motor. 

3 avigation Lights - 
Proper lights for each class of 
boat must be burning when 
underway from sunset to 
sunrise. For detailed 
information on navigation 
lights for each class of boat in 
Alabama contact: Alabama 
Department of Conservation, 
Marine Police Division, 64 
North Union 


6. Wide Angle Rear-View 
Mirror - May be used in lieu of 
an observer when engaged in 
the sport of water skiing. 

7. - All 
mechanically propelled vessels, 
sailboats, and livery boats 
must be registered and 
numbered. The current 
registration certificate must be 
aboard at all times while the 
vessel is in operation. 

8. Divers Flag - Must be 
displayed on the surface of any 
water when skin divers are 
operating. 

Others items of safety 
equipment are recommended 
such as a tool kit, compass, 
extra line, first aid kit, 
paddles, etc. 

Everyone operating a 
vessel is urged to observe 
safety equipment requirements 
and remember it is a wise 
person who wears a life 
preserver. 

If capsizing or a fall 
occurs, remain calm, don’t 
panic, hang on to the boat until 
help arrives. A capsized vessel 
will hold you up so long that 
you may become a navigational 
hazard.

Hebron Missionary Baptist Church is located in the extreme 
Northerertection of Coffee County Alabama on a Figen county 
road about one-half mile West of Highway 67, Elba-Troy 
Road. Tradition says that the church was organized in 1878, but 
this has not been verified. Mt. Hebron Church as it was then 
known was received into the newly organized Pea River no ti 
Association in its annual meeting at New Providence Church on 
November 1, 1879. 

The Pea River Association was organized either in 1877 or 
1878 as both dates are given in records. It is possible 
that Mt. Hebron was organized in 1878 and did not apply for 
admission into the association until 1879. This would have been 
the case if it was organized after the annual association meeting 
in 1878. However, most of the carly churches were organized 
during the summer after a revival meeting, many times in a bush 
arbor. Since many of the records have mn lost we may never 
know the exact date. No list of charter members is available. 


The first pastor of Mt. Hebron appears to have been Elder 
John Bradley, who was likely instrumental in the organization of 
the church. He was serving as pastor in 1881 and continued in 
that position until 1885. J. J. Macon became pastor in 1886 and 
served for two years or more, He was foliqwed by John Bradley 
for his second term as pastor. 


Other early pastors were J. W. Brooks, J. D. Allen, Allen 
Cumbie, J. M. Loflin, J. W. Reynolds, I. H. Johnson, and J. M. 
Loflin a second time, Loflin was followed by Eddie Johnson who 
lived until 1950 or later. The next pastor was T. J. Floyd, 
followed by Lonnie Renfroe, and Ben Ogletree. 


The first clerk of which record is found was A. S. Head. He 
was followed by N. T. Watson, H. J. Butts, Z. R. Fuller, W. E. 
Fuller, T. W. Wilkins, T. H. Bundy, and W. C. Barr. 


Other recent clerks have been Ray Hurd, Son Lowery, 
Douglas Green, Mrs. J. C. Paul, Mrs. Dwight Green, Mrs. 
Vernon Napper, Mrs. Grace Green, and Mrs. Mildred Paul. 


The first building at Mt. Hebron was made of logs. The logs 
were cut, and hauled to the site with ox teams. ie logs were 
then split and smoothed with a broadaxe. They were notched at 
the corners so as to make an almost solid wall. In some buildin 
of this type auger holes were bored through the logs at the 
corners, and seasoned oak pegs were driven into the holes to hold 
the logs together. Homemade wooden shutters covered the 
windows and doorways. 


A building of this type can still be seen in the old Claybank 
Church just off the Fort Rucker road in the edge of Ozark. That 
building was said to have been erected in 1852. 


The building at Mt. Hebron was covered with boards made 
from short sections of tree trunks, and rived out with froes. The 
church seats were also made of split logs with auger holes bored 
in them to insert portions of tree limbs for legs. Seated on such 
benches the congregation was not likely to go to sleep even 
during the long sermons. 


When sawmills became available the log building was 
replaced with a frame building. This building also had 
homemade windows and door shutters. Later the building was 
remodeled or rebuilt and glass windows were added. 


The most recent wooden building which is pictured with this 
article, represented a type that was frequently used about 
seventy-five years ago, when lumber was cheap and plentiful. 
The walls were high with a steep roof, and an arched ceiling 
inside. This made for excellent acoustics and added volume to 
the singing. 


The porch across the front with the wide s allowed the 
people a place to visit and talk before and after services. It 
will be noticed that there were two doors in the front of the 
building. This was because the men sat on one side of the 
building, and the ladies on the other during services. In some 
church buildings in earlier days there was a wall as as the 
pews down the middle and persons entering the doors to sit 
on the respective sides. Thus the men and ladies were 
separated. 


Later pastors were W. H. Tew, J. W. Stewart, T. C. White, J. 
L. Henderson, B. S. Franklin, who was pastor at Elba First 
Church, and most likely preached at Hebron on one Sunday 
afternoon a month. After Franklin Eddie Johnson returned for a 
second time. Then Lonnie Renfroe came again as pastor. 


The next pastor was Cullen Andrews of Enterprise who served 

for several years. Clayton Fuller of Headland served from 
1944-1946, and was followed by Ellis Bush. Other recent 
include George Howard Jones, who came from W: 
County, and later married a girl from the Hebron community; 
Ben Benson, Sam Smith, Hudson Dismukes, Elmer Davis, Frank 
Lowery, Tommy Wilkes, Frank Meyers, H. B. Yates, W. M. 
Rayborn, and Roger Wilkins. 


W. M. Rayborn returned as pastor in 1964 and has served 
since thaf time, being the present pastor. A few years ago, the 
church constructed a nice new brick pastorium across the = 


community. He might be considered the first resident pastor of 
the church. 


In April of 1961, the old building was damaged by a storm 
and a little later it was torn down and replaced with a 

brick building. Later a spire was added to the building. More 
recently an educational bu has been erected. 


This addition includes a fellowship hall, kitchen, rest rooms, 
and other facilities. Heating and air-conditioning w 
and carpet and cushioned pews installed.

FALL GARDENING 

On fall gardens, Dean 
Bond, garden specialist at 
Auburn University, said, 
“Keeping all the rows in the 
garden in production at all 
times is the secret to an 
abundant supply of high 
quality vegetables at an 
economical cost.* Another 
outstanding feature of a fall 
garden is that it requires much 
less labor than spring and 
summer gardens when weeds, 
insects, and diseases are a 
much greater problem," 

Some of the vegetables 
which we can plant in Coffee 
County right away are 
rutabagas, southern peas, pole 
snapbeans, bush snapbeans 
and collards. About three 
weeks from now you can plant 
cabbage, cauliflower, kohlrabi, 
bush lima beans, pole lima 
beans and potatoes. You can 
set fall tomatoes out now. Get 
some good tomato plants and 
plant them anytime now for the 
next 30 days, It will take 75 to 
90 days for them to mature. 


TOMATOES 

Have you noticed watery, 
dark spots on the bottoms of 
your tomatoes? I have seen 
a lot of this this year and it is 
due primarily to a lack of 
calcium, Even though plenty 
of calcium may be available, 
sometimes in dry weather 
enough cannot be transported 
through the system to prevent 
this breakdown of tissue. 

You can correct this by 
applying one-third to one-half 
cup Gypsum or Land Plaster. 
This is the same material just 
called different names, 
Incidentally, peanut farmers 
use this material to provide a 
good spray of calcium on their 
peanuts this time of the year. 

You won't cure those 
tomatoes already deformed by 
it, but by putting it out and 
watering it in you will prevent 
it for the next growing season. 
Keep it in mind. 


PROSPECTS 
Our corn prospects look a 
lot better than three weeks 


time, 


in July and August. 

Our 29,000 acres of peanuts 
(about a $18 million crop) looks 
good in July. Peanuts can 
stand a lot of dry weather in 
June and the first half of July 
but to make a good crop they 
need plenty of rainfall no later 
than July 15, 

We probably have 40 to 50 
thousand acres of soybeans 
this year. The older beans 
look good but we need rain ‘if 
the younger beans are going to 
make it, 

Taking everything into 
consideration, the crops look 
good. The next 45 days is 
going to be a critical time. 


PEACH BORERS 

If you have peach or plum 
trees you know the damage 
borers do, They bore into the 
plant and a few days and 
weeks later you see large 
jelly-like masses at the trunk 
and limbs. This is a damagin 
insect which will ruin peac 


and plum trees if left 
uncontrolled,
